quent the saloons and gambling houses, 
not only in the daytime, butat all hours 
of the night, and it has been the source 
of no little complaint. The practice is 
reprehensible and should be stopped in 
some manner. The Sheriff or other 
police officers should do as the Sheriff 
of Lander county has done, give notice 
that hereafter he will strictly enforce 
the law and arrest every boy found on 
the street after 9 o'clock who cannot 
show a lawful reason for being out at 
that hour. The statute under which this 
matter falls we quote for the benefit 
of both parents and youngsters. It 
reads: "Every boy or male person un- 
der the age of twenty-one years who 
habitually remains away from his home 
or place of residence after the hour of 
9 o'clock p. M., without some lawful and 
necessary business for so doing, fre- 
quents and passes his time in any 
gambling room, or other place where 
gambling is conducted, or any billiard 
room or other place where any such 
games are played, or any saloon or 
other place where intoxicating" liquors 
are sold or drank; or who, at any hour 
of the night or day, for his own amuse- 
ment and pastime, without any legiti- 
mate business for so doing, frequents 
or loafs around any low den, house or 
other place of vice, infamy or imorality, 
where known thieves and other vicious 
and infamous persons resort or congre- 
gate; or who, at any hour of the night, 
either alone or olherwisa, prowls about 
the streets or town disturbing the 
peace or quietude of the neighborhood 
by loud or unnecessary noise, or com- 
mitting petty depredations, tricks, or 
pranks upon the person or property ol 
other people, or abusive, obscene, or 
insulting language, or by any manner 
of rowdyism whatsoever, disturb or 
annoy the passerby, uuy lawful assem- 
blage of persons, or the neighborhood 
at large, is a vagrant and guilty of va- 
grancy, and upon conviction may be 
punished accordingly." 


The penalty is imprisonment in the 


County jail ('or a term not exceeding 
ninety days.
